U. S. STEEL'S PLAN. 


Expressing confidence that the un- 


ions have not the power to compel a 
general shut-down, officials of the 
United States Steel corporation, the 
main object of the attack of labor 


. and of other steel 
companies

cient men do not report, which they 
do not concede, they will shut down 
until such time as they can command 
enough men to mnke It worth while 
to start up again.

•re making. It was learned, ho-sr- 
•ver, that the sheriff of Allegheny 
county has had deputy sheriffs at the 
corporation's steel plants swearing in 
many loyal workers to do guard duty.

REVIEWS SHANTUNG CASE.

SUGAR SHORTAGE TO 


SOON BE RELIEVED 


St. Louis, Sept. 20,—Sugar supplies 


in St. Louis are low and In many 
parts of the city retailers have begun 
to limit the quantity of sugar sold to 
indivldnual customers. The condition 
however, IB only temporary, and will 
be relieved in a week or two, sugar 
brokers say. 


Various explanations are offered by 


wholesalers, 80 per cent of whom 
are said to be without sugar. In one 
Instance, the shortage is attributed to 
strikes among longshoresmen at va- 
rious ports, and of refinery workmen. 
Another explanation Is that there has 
been a faulty national distribution of 
sugar. The beet sugar crop of Kan- 
sag and Colorado soon will be avail- 
able and the shortage relieved in this

LITTLE DEBATE. 


There was little debate on the na- 


tionalization resolution, except that 
caused by a proposal to reserve ex- 
plicitly In the resolution the right of 
miners to strike even under govern- 
ment ownership. 
This was rejected 


as endangering the success of the 
main Issue and as always within the 
power of the miners, regardless of 
the law on the subject. 
The resolu- 


tions on behalf of Mooney and po- 
litical prisoners provoked criticism by 
those favoring 
direct 
action, who 


condemned the proposed measures as 
futile. 


MEDALS. 


The miners voted to give medals to 


all members of the union who served 
during the war. They asked legis- 
lation to prevent the use of state con- 
stabulary and armed guards In pro- 
tecting private 
Interests, 
claiming 


that these forces had been the means 
of precipitating strife, riot and blood- 
shed In all states in which they have 
been used against strikers; demanded 
the prosecution of the Chicago pack- 
ers; favored co-operative stores and 
the establishment of cold storage

Answering

statement "that 
Theodore Roosevelt 


would favor the league of nations 
were he alive today, Senator Johnson 
said at thfe night meeting: 


SAYS T. R. WOULD OPPOSE 


"Mr. Wilson, hard pressed, yester- 


day quoted Theodore Roossvelt "oh 
if Roosevelt were only here. 
The 


nation never needed him more. His 
commanding personality, 
his lofty 


patriotism, his love for and pride In 
our nation, his very personality typi- 
cal of our republic, his loyalty to 
the great cause of democracy, his 
fearlessness In attacking any divided 
allegiance to our country, his red- 
blooded 
Americanism, 
would have 


made short work of the un-Ameri- 
can thing which Mr. Wilson seeks to 
force upon us. 


"How strange and weird and un- 


natural It seems for Mr. Wilson to 
quote Col. Roosevelt. Tney have ever 
been the antithesis of such other. 
One, with clear vision and unerring 
wisdom, saw the possibilities of the 
great world war and our Interest in j 
it. The other, with feeble and flab- 
bly phrases, preaphed the doctrine of 
neutrality. 
Roosevelt, when' It was 


unpopular to do so, denounced wrong 
and 
aggression, 
broken 
national 


faith and ruthless militarism.

age room, 


CONCRETE AND STEEL. 


The new building will 
be built 


mostly of concrete and steel. Mr. 
Warnecke plans for the new- Ice 
cream factory to be a thing of beauty 
as well as being thoroughly modern 
and up to date in every respect and 
sanitary. This building probably will 
be about eighty by eighty feet and 
and -will be the last word In every 
wayx as regards modern ice cream 
plants. 


It will have all glass Bides and 


will be close to the sidewalk so that 
people can see the manufacture of t.ie 
Ice cream from the sidewalk. It will 
also have a retail department open- 
Ing right out on the street. The In- 
terior will be all white with white 
tile1 floors and will be a real show 
room.

urday Issued the following: 


"A*, health director of the city of 


Decatur have I received many Inter- 
rogations relative to the prevalence 
of epidemic Influenza, In the city, and 
to the probability of another occur- 
reiice during the coming months 


"In answer to the first Question 


will state that no cases have been 
reported to the department, and ai for 
another epidemic, most health work- 
ers anticipate another outbreak, but 
In a milder form, "don't get scared "

"A highly Infectious disease of un- 


known origin, spread by dessemlna- 
tion ot discharges from the nose and 
throat chiefly through coughing and 
sneezing, and thru physical contact

persons Immune from a second at- 
tack for an Indefinite period 


"Keep as far as possible from those 


that are coughing and sneezing un- 
guardedly.

' The highway commissioners of the 
Yarious townships do not expect to 
get as much money as their levies 
•all for, anfl though the board of lu- 
pervlsors authorized the county clerk 
to extend such a tax as will produce 
the amounts asked for, they all know 
that It will be Impossible to raise the 
full amount. 
A total of $254,400 is 


•skid for road and bridge 
purposes 


In the county. 
Some townships need 


more than others, but all need more 
than they have ever been able to get. 


If the money went Into a perman- 


ent Improvement It would not look at 
all big. 
The city of Decatur can 


*pend two or three times that much 
in paving streets In a year and thln'c 
little of It. 
When It Is used In keep- 


Ing up dirt roads it does not go very 
far and the same roads have to br> 
filed up every year or several times 
a- year.1

way commissioners ha%e been able to 
get enough money to keep the roacls 
In good condition all the time.

road, and If the oiling Is to be any 
good It must be dore at least tv, ice a 
year • 


The commissioners always ask the 


limit, but they never get all they 'isk 
for.

limit they would not be entitled to 
county aid in building bridges.

law provides that when a township 
has levied all It can and there Is not 
enough to build a bridge or replace a 
bridge that has been washed out, the 
township can petition the county for 
aid In building the bridge, and If 
investigation shows that the town- 
ship has levied the full limit and still 
la short of funds to build the bridge,

paid by the county.

railroad crossing flagman a traffic 
officer with authority over railway 
tralflo as well as over street traffic? 


It often happens that street traffic 


is needlessly delayed 
by railroad 


jard crews. 
Some times a street car 


loaded with passengers all anxious to 
get home or Jo get down town to 
their work, is blocked by a cut of 
cars pushed by a switch engine. That 
ia all rlglvt, of course, and nobody 
can reasonably object. But when the 
cut of cars has cleared the cross- 
Ing Is the street car permitted to 
go on? Not at all, unless the switch 
crew Is good and ready. 
The crew 


goes right on with the switching over 
that crossing regardless of the delay 
to street traffic 


If the switching could be suspended 


for ten seconds the street car would 
be over the crossing and on Its way 
but not Infrequently It must wait til! 
a half dozen or more switching opera- 
tions are completed. With an Interval 
between each two oporatlons but with 
the switch engine coming right on 
with the next. 
A traffic 
officer 


would put up his flag against the 
switch engine at one of these Inter- 
vals and let the street traffic get by 


BLOCKED CAR3 


The Illinois Central noon passenger 


trairi from the south a few days ago 
arrived at the station Just as a west- 
bound Eldorado street car stopped 
at the crossing 
The passenger train

or otherwise seriously Interrupted 


PEOPLE DELAYED. 


This Is not an Isolated case or even 


a rare occurrence. It Isn't the street 
car company which Is delayed but the 
people who are using It. The street 
cars are operated for the accommo- 
dation of the public. The railroads 
are operated for service of the pub- 
lie. Some delays are Inevitable whero 
railroads and streets cross at grade 
but why Imposo unnecessary delays 
on the publiot If the crossing flag 
man was made the arbiter In such 
cases and given police power many of 
these delays could be avoided.

(State Superintendent of Highways) 


Illinois in facing the problem of 


building a state-wide system of roads 
which will be called upon to sustain 
not only the heavy traffic of today 
but also the anticipated Increase In 
traffic which will develop within the 
next two decaJes. The use of tha 
motor truck for transportation, now 
in Its Infancy, seems likely to become 
as universal as the use of the passen- 
ger motor car; and looming up as It 
does as the most Important element 
in the future movement of freight, 
must consequently be considered one 
of the principal governing factors In 
the design of modern highways. 


These conditions In Illinois are not 


dissimilar to those In other states, and 
therefore all far-seeing highway offi- 
cials have now to cope with the prob- 
lem of building highways which will 
have the stamina to Join with the 
heavy truck In "delivering the goods" 
of tomorrow. 


MODIFY DESIGNS. 


The anticipated use of a connected 


sjstem of country highways in Illinois 
by motor trucks has resulted In cer- 
tain modifications In practice In high- 
way designs, all of which have result- 
ed In Increased cost 


The selection of the rigid types of 


pavement—-such as brick, concrete or 
bituminous concrete on a concrete 
base—for practically the entire State 
Bond Issue road system is largely dup 
to the destructive action of motor 
trucks on the lighter, cheaper types 
of road surfacing If passenger car 
and team traffic alone were to be 
built for the lighter types of pave- 
ment—such as, for example, bitumin- 
ous macadam, surface treated macad- 
am or plain water bound macadam— 
could be used satisfactorily and a 
great saving In first cost could be

PLANT WHEAT AFTER 


OCT. 1 SAYS ADVISER 


University of Illinois Says County Free from Hessian 


Fly After September 27. 


Bept 27 Is looked upon as the "fly 


free date" In Macon eonty. That lit to 
say that experiments by th* agri- 
cultural department of th* university 
of Illinois have shown that as a gen- 
eral average the Hessian fly will not 
be able to raise a brood of young- 
sters from eggs laid In this lattttude 
after that date and therefor* wheat 
planted after that tlm* Is fairly free 
from danger of serious Infestation 
by this enemy of th* wheat plant 
here. 


NO NEED FOR HURRY. . 


The recent rains havs rut the plow- 


ed wheat ground In condition for 
seeding within the next week or so 
but county farm adviser Sidney B 
smith does not approve of this early 
sowing There Is no reason why chan. 
ces of having a wheat crop Infested 
with the fly should be taken, he says 
because there Is really no need to 
rush the sowing of wheat before Oct. 
1 The ten days following Sept 27 
In believes should be locked upon 
as the best time to sow th* winter 
wheat here and he Is advocating such 
a policy In this county 


The rains of the last week have put 


the sol] In good condition, although 
more water could be used to advan- 
tage and a number of farmers will 


plow additional wheat ground now 
that the drought has been broken and 
the soil somewhat softened. 


LESS ACREAGE 


Indications now are that the wheat 


acreage will be considerably less than 
last year A year ago the patriotic 
call to plant plenty of wheat ground 
was being sent out by the govern- 
ment and, with the assured govern- 
ment price, the farmers In the corn 
belt responded with one of the largest 
acreages ever sown here 


But Macon county Is essentially a 


corn and hog district and th* best 
farmers are not sorry to see th* re- 
turn being made to a larger acreage 
of corn 


MAY BRING CHINCH BUGS 


The continuance of the raising of 


a large acerage of wheat might, as 
It did many years ago, bring back 
a serious plague of chinch bu.fs which 
attacked the corn after th* wheat 
had been harvested 


Central Illinois farmers went out 


of the wheat business at that time 
with the result that chinch bug pest 
became a negligible nuisance 


Not Expected to Be Higher 


Than Last Year. 


Th« former* of Maoon county are 


already discussing the urloe' which 


will to* paid (or shucking corn this 
year. 
' 


Last (all with the war situation In 


relation to their help the conditions 
were very unusual but It Is believed 
that the problem of the corn raiser 
will not be so great as It was In IBIS 
to secure help to harvest the corn 
crop. 


The prices paid last year usually 


ran six cents a bushel with board for 
the shucker or seven cents a bushel If 
the worker boarded himself. 


PAT ABOUT SAME RATE 


If there, should be still greater 


drops In the price of corn for Novem- 
ber and December delivery the farm- 
erg may not be Inclined to pa}' the 
price ruling last year but It Is be- 
lieved that about the same rates will 
prevail as did a year ago 


The men who were In the army are 


practically all out of service and back 
on the farms although the high in- 


dustrial wage* have drawn corns to 
other occupations. 


QOOb CROP*. 


The corn crop this year through, 


this section of the country is fairly 
good, It Is standing up well In most 
places and the fields are reasonably 
clean so that shucking conditions are 
rather above the average. 


The "corn field canaries" are ex- 


pected to begin arriving In this part 
of the state the latter part of Octob- 
er and they are usually here for about 
sixty days. They are men from the 
hills of Kentucky who come to Illinois 
to make good money during the husk- 
ing season
